The latter say that free coinage is 
a detail; the former hold that the making 
of silver a money of final redemption is 
a matter of fundamental principle, not of 
mere policy. 

“Believing that, we hold that we have a 
right to a voce to declare a fundamental 
principle of the party, even though were 
voted down in advance. We claim, too, 
that when. the party departs from that 
fundamental principle we have a right to 
leave the party, and that is what we will 
do if i decides to abandon true bimetal- 
lism.”’

Mark Hanna Is Having ‘rouble, How- 
ever, With Both the Easterners 
and Extreme Westerners. 


A most earnest effort 1s being made by 
the McKinley managers to force the tariff 
into first place in the platform. 

Whether this will be successful depends 
upon the lengths to which McKinley dele- 
gates will go in their allegiance to the 
Ohioan.

As the basis point for a straddle bimetal- 
lism—international—is now creepi into 
the controversy and promising to p ~¢ an 
importan® part in this, the greatest fight of 
the convention, : 

Mark Hanna’s platform bureau—the mos 
importent adjunct to his headquarte 
kept busy. Almost hourly different propo- 
sitions are put, and canvasses are made 
to ascertain how they are taking with the 
delegates. 


A careful summary shows that “Boss” 
Tom Platt can hold with him 202 delegates 
from States which insist that the platform 
shall declare plainly for gold, and not for 
sound money. This doesn’t include some of 
the delegations from the South, which may 
be changed at the critical moment by the 
use of methods peculiar to the men who 
control that section. 

The forces of free silver have about 70 
delegates who will not allow thek admira- 
tion for McKinley to betray their constitu- 
ents by acquiescing in a straddle.

NEW YORK, June 12.—The Journal prints 
the following cable from Havana this morn- 
ing: “The war now being waged in Cuba 
is devastating the island,” said Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee to me to-day. 1 understand 
enough of the situation to know that the 
destruction of property between the lines of 


the contending forces is enormous. Bodies 
of troops from both the Cuban and the 
Spanish armies and bands of mag belong- 
ing to neither side rob and burn because 
there is no authority between the lines to 
restrain them. The property of American 
citizens is suffering greatly and will con- 
tinue to suffer until peace comes. Peace 
should come immediately. But there is no 
peace, and will not be for a long time if it 
depends on a decisive victory by one side 
or the other.“

| AT $5,000 A STROKE. 


High-Priced Horse-Whipping With 
Which Kuhlman Was Threatened. 


F. W. Kuhlman, a wealthy resident of 
New Haven, Conn., walked into Capt.

GALLUP, M. M., June 12.—Senator Stephen 
M. White of California passed through here 
to-day on his way from Washington to his 
home in Los Angeles. When asked about the 
rumors connecting his name with the Dem- 
ocratic ‘Presidential and Vice-Presidential 
nominations he said he was not a candidate 
for either office. In discussing the platform 


to be adopted by the Democratic National 
Convention, the Senator said: 
“I would be heartily in favor of amending 
the Constitution so as to give Congress the 
Nele to impose a tax on all incomes. The

I regard as a great misfortune, not 
Fn Sa — account of its direct bearing upon 
the problem of raising revenue, but because 
it reversed the precedents of a century and 
discredits the court itself. The dissenting 
opinions of White and Harlan seem to me 
unanswerable After the first decision, I 
would not have voted for an income tax of 
any sort that could be drawn in conformity 
with the doctrine laid down by the court.

On the Cuban question Senator White 
ald: “It is not likely that anything de- 
cisivé can be done at present to assist 
Cuba. The President told the committee 
that waited on him to urge action that 
the mere recognition of belligerency would 
be of little benefit and that armed in- 
tervention only covld put an end to the 
state of affairs now existing in the island.
